duction. 
Rut Texas Is ready to profit 
bv the experience of others and. while 
fencing that the state gets a fair reve­ 
nue from the oil production

But to levy a gross tax of a certain

Prospects

It Is not necessary for

ter than a gold mine while it la ta. 
Not every hole drilled w ill be pro­ 
ductive. but there are so many widely 
scattered prospectors now 
at 
work. 
with indications 
real indications 
of 
oil in so many sections that it would 
be impossible 
not

over the prospects for the future 
It should be gratifying to the oil 
prospectors that the state of Texas is 
not disposed to be greedy in its de­ 
mands. 
The tax which will he paid 
by the oil producers is not excessive, 
amounting to about the same as $1 So 
on the $100 valuation, which is con 
•{tiered a reasonable taxation on real 
estate 
And as the gross tax on pro­ 
duction w ill include what might other­ 
wise be charged as occupation tax and 
w ill probably operate to exempt the 
oil producers from other taxation so 
far as the state is concerned, it w ill 
he considered as a just tax

might reasonably be expected.

in about two million dollars annually, 
und if that is the case with the pres­ 
ent production, it can only he imagin 
ed what the fax will amount to if tin- 
new fields now being explored turn 
out even half as well as their options 
tic supporters believe they w ill. 
The action of the state legislature 
Is in pleasing contrast to the action 
of the Mexican government.

And the result is that the 
operators in Mexico are not disposed 
to do further exploring, or even to 
continue producing from the present 
wells. 
In the near future there will lie a 
greater demand for petroleum and its

of the war w ill release thousands of

factories will be turning out gasoline- 
propelled m achinery of all kinds, 
W ith the demand front abroad for 
the Mexican oil there will he a great 
home demand for all the Texas oil 
that can be produced. 
E ve ry gallon 
from a Texas well w ill pay its share 
of taxes, and with increased produc­ 
tion there w ill be increased revenue 
for tile state.

Cotton requires a large amount of labor, more labor than any other 
general field crop. 
Therefore, when the cost of labor Increases, the 
profits of cotton production decrease rapidly and are easily wiped out. 
Because cotton is so burdened with labor cost, It follows that profits 
In producing it depend upon increasing the yield per acre; It depends 
upon it more than most other crops. 
As a matter of fact, a great deal 
of tbe cotton lands of the South are hardly fertile enough to pay the labor 
cost of producing a crop of cotton. Therefore, fertilizers have been depended 
upon to give the farm er the only profit he could expect to get out of

Pro flt.s in co tto n pro du ctio n largely depend u po n two facto rs, labo r 
and fertilizers. 
Bo th are no w high in price. 
Co tto n requ ires a large am o u nt o f labo r, mo re labo r than any o ther 
general field cro p. 
Therefo re, when the co st o f labo r increases, the 
pro fits o f co tto n pro du ctio n decrease rapidly and are easily wiped o u t. 
Becau se co tto n is so bu rdened w’ith labo r co st, it fo llo ws that pro fits 
In pro du cing it depend u po n increasing the yield per acre; It depends 
u po n it mo re than mo st o ther cro ps. 
As a m atter o f fact, 
a great deal 
o f the co tto n lands o f the So u th ara hardly fertile eno u gh to pay the labo r 
co st o f pro du cing a cro p o f co tto n. Therefo re, fertilizers have been depended 
u po n to give the farm er the o nly pro fit he co u ld expect to get o u t o f 
pro du cing the cro p. 
It is plain, then,that to cu t do wn fertilizer applica­ 
tio ns wo u ld m ean simply cu tting do wn the farm ers' pro fits. 
It also seems 
to be clear th at any farm er having any kind o f land can no t affo rd to 
let high labo r co st sweep away bis pro fits thro u gh a failu re to u se the 
nece.ssary am o u nt o f fertilizers.

In o ther wo rds, they save labo r, and since labo r Is the biggest and 
mo st expensive facto r in making a cro p o f co tto n, then fertiUgera aava 
expense and m ake pro fits m o re certain.

of the best organized band of outlaws 
that has existed on the American con­ 
tinent, 
Zapata has been spoken 
of 
as a 
modern Robin Hood. who took from 
the rich to give to the poor, but the 
truth is that he has been a disturbing 
•lenient which has prevented the pio- 
trees and advancement of his native 
state— Morelos— for years. 
Zapata wa* not content with m erely 
Jew in g tribute on the banks the gov­ 
ernment treasury'and the wealthy with 
motley in their coffers; 
lie stopped 
work on 
plantations and 
destroyed 
valuable 
m achinery 
plants 
on 
the 
ground that the land was the people’s 
and 
had 
been 
unlawfully 
held 
by 
those who were developing It 
It is true that the bulk of the state 
of M orelos—the arable land, at least. 
was divided 
into twenty-eight 
great 
plantations, which were the property 
of fourteen wealthy families 
But it 
must not be thought that these fam ­ 
ilies numbered but a few people; they 
Included several generations, with all 
the lateral branches, aa well as the 
direct line, and they supported thous­ 
ands of people who occupied the same 
position as that of the retainers under 
the feudal system. 
It w*as an example of all that Is bad 
In the old 
system 
of Mexico. 
The 
land gradually became the property of 
the rich man. sometimes by purchase, 
emmet im©* by '‘absorption,” and some­ 
times by direct “ gift'' of the govern­ 
ment in power at the time. 
.Meanwhile, the life of a roving out­ 
law. whose only duties consisted in 
ladling the towns and the rich phnfa 
lions, was attractive to many who did 
not want to work, 
And finally th© 
greater part of the population of M o 
reins was included in the Zapatista 
‘ arm y." or th® forces of the federal 
government engaged in tin pursuit of 
the wily bandit and his followers 
There were children of school age, 
if is reported, who had never seen a 
civilian--that 
is. a 
man 
In civilian 
clothing 
until the 
bandits were 
re­ 
cently dispersed and either surrender­ 
ed or fled 
The only task now facing the foil 
oral forces in Morelos is to arouse a 
feeling or confidence on the part of 
the people who remained during the 
period of lawlessness, and to em our 
age those who fled to return to their 
homes.
